The recommendations were based 
on a survey made by a’ joint com­ 
mittee representing the treasury and 
postoflice departments. They will be 
submitted to the congress in confor- 
ance with tin» public building 
ac t of 
ay , 1926. 
Rushville was cited for considera- 
1 m just prior to the World War, 
it the war 
put a stop 
to the 
♦ ilding of postollices and this pro­ 
gram is now being resumed 
on 
a 
smaller scale. On account 
of the 
routine necessary to secure a build­ 
ing of this kind, it will 
110 doubt be 
months before any thing definite de­ 
velops. 
The amounts to lie ex pended 
in 
each of the ten cities in Indiana, 
are not designated in the report sub­ 
mitted. The amounts, it is ex plained, 
will be estimated 
011 a supplemen­ 
tary report to be prepared by 
the 
supervising architect of the treas­ 
ury . 
This report, which covers every 
state in the union, is now in 
the 
hands of Mr. New and Andrew 
W. 
Mellon, secretary of the treasury , 
to he* studied iu detail.« Their appro­ 
val of the recommendations is con­ 
fidently predicted as the survey was 
made at th ftn r direction and under 
their instructions to representatives 
of th e ir/ departm ents 
selected 
by 
them, /ongress,

Indianapolis, Ind., Dee. 27—(U.R)— 
After eleven weeks of investigation 
the Atarion county grand jury today 
reported that it had not found suffi­ 
cient evidence upon which to 
base 
indictments but recommended 
that 
its political inquiry be continued by 
the nex t grand jury . 
The report as finally 
submitted 
and accepted by Judge Jam es 
A. 
Collins was in the only form 
that 
could be agreed to by all the jurors. 


It was completed at noon following a 
heated morning session. 
Absence of certain 
im portant 
witnesses from the state 
and false 
testimony by other witnesses 
ham ­ 
pered its efforts, the grand jury said 
in its report to Judge Collins. It ex ­ 
plained that on the basis of 
some 
evidence presented the jury was un_ 
able to agree on indictments. 
The report specifically stated that 
there was no evidence sufficient to 
return indictm ents charging 
viola­ 
tion of law by state officials. 
“ The grand jury was unable 
to 
sustain any of the charges made a- 
gainst 
state officials,” the 
report 
said. “ If any docum entary evidence 
ex ists it has not been found by this 
grand jury . Some of the testimony 
given before the grand jury creates 
suspicion against certain 
persons 
but the grand jury can come to jio 
conclusion at 
this 
time 
without 
hearing more, witnesses, many 
of 
whom would be difficult to reach as 
they are out of the jurisdiction.” 
The closing paragraph of the page 
and a quarter report 
recommended 
continuance of the investigation by 
the succeeding grand jury and 
the 
prosecuting attorney . It closed with 
the statem ent, “ because of 
condi­ 
tions now ex isting in the grand jury 
room it was impossible for the grand 
jury to return any thing other th a n' 
this report.” 
Judge Collins instructed 
Wilson 
Furnas, forem an of

present 
grand jury , to deliver to the 
court 
bailiff all records bearing on the po­ 
litical investigation “ in order

The first thing I would do in try­ 
ing to raise one hundred bushels

and accepted by Judge James A. 
Collins was in. the -only form 
that 


could ;be. agreed to by all the jurors. 
It was completed at noon following a 
heated morning session. 


Absence of certain 
/ important 


witnesses from the'state and false 
testimony by other witnesses 
ham- 


pered its efforts, the grand jury said 
in its report to Judge "Collins. It ex- 
plained that on the basis of some 
evidence presented the jnry was on. 
able to agree on indictments. 


The report specifically stated that 


there was no evidence sufficient to 
return indictments charging viola- 
tion of lair by state officials. 


"The grand jury was unable to 


sustain any of the charges made a- 
gainst state officials," the report 
said. "If any documentary evidence 
exists it has not 'been found by this 
grand jnry. 'Some of the testimony 
given before the grand jury creates 
suspicion against certain 
persons 


but the grand jury can come to no 
conclusion at 
this time 
without 


hearing more, witnesses, many jof 
w,hom would 'be difficult to reach as 
they are out of the jurisdiction."
